After dinner at Mr. Dometrica s' (House of Representatives) home, 
I had a ong talk with the Minister of Pinence, After listening to 
his complaints about ‘the opcretion of the ATD program in Cyprus for 
sone time, T brought up the question of the ATL plates about which 
we had had conversations previously. I went over rather briefly 
the details of wy most recent conversation with Mr. Araouzos (as 
set forth in MemCon dated Deceitber 16) noking much the sane points 
as I hed made previously with the President of the House, 
Mire Clerides (see Memcon December 16); 


Mr. Solonides. seemed impressed, with my argument and seid thet 
48° menber of the Privileges and Tamnities Coixnittee he would 
examine the matter with a view to settling the question on the 
basis of poynent of the registration fee and the 1965 circulation 
tax without any retroactive asscesricnuts. He also felt that it 
was a Leir proposition to alloy en individual vho might want to,
